Some national gangs actual- 
ly have a printed form to apply 
to become a member, hé said.

ing the food into temperatures 
of around 0 degreés Fahrenheit 
(found in most freezers) Halts 
the growth of microorganisms 
and significantly slows the nat- 
ural enzyme process. 
Preparing food for the freezer 
is relatively simple. Most veg- 
etables can be blanched (cooked 
for a few minutes in boiling 
water or steam), cooled and 
frozen. Fruits can be treated 
with an acid treatment or 
placed in a syrup. 
Fruits that can be treated in 


an acid solution include apples, 
avocados, banarias, cherries, 
mangoes, melons, nectatines, 
peaches, pears and persim- 
mons. 

“The Green Kitchen 
Handbook,” giyes the following 
instructions for preparing 
these foods for freezing. 

* Clean cutting boards, 
knives, pot, strainers. 

* Prepare produce by. wash- 
ing, trimming off stems, coring 
and slicing when appropriate, 
and cutting off bad spots. 

* Place two quarts cold water 
in pan or bowl. Add a few ice 
cubes. 

* Add three tablespoóns 
lemon juice. 

* Add fruit (loosely packed, 
not crushed) to pan or bowl. 

* Leave in pan for five min- 
utes. 

* Remove food with slotted 
spoon and air dry. 

The fruit can then be placed 
in freezer bag£ or plastic or 
glass freezer contaihers. Make 


sure food is completely sealed 
to avoid freezer burn. Leave 
some room in the container 
because liquids will expand as 
they freeze. 

Ms. Berthold-Bond also 
warns that you should let food 
cool before putting it in plastic 
freezer bags or containers 
because boiling-hot food may 
slightly melt the containers, 
allowing substances from the 
plastics to permeate the food. 
It's also a good idea to let food 
cool before putting it in a glass 
container, because a sudden 
change in temperature can 
cause glass to break. One cook's 
trick is to put a metal knife in a 
glass jar and pour the hot liq- 
uid over the knife. The theory 
is to the knife helps the con- 
tainer get rid of the excess heat 
more quickly But unless you 
are really in a rush, it's safer to 
just let it cool first.

But 
several factors can interfere 
with getting a good night's 
sleep, including stress or anxi- 
ety, a change in daily sleeping 
environments, poor sleeping 
habits or, importantly; pain 
such as headaches, backaches, 
muscle pain and arthritis. 
Results from the national 
survey indicate that pain is the 
source of sleep problems for 
many people. Nearly 42 percent 
of the survey respondents said 
that paín, physical discomfort 
or a health condition impacted 
them somewhat or very much. 
It was second only to stress (44 
percent) as a major factor 
affecting sleep. 
In addition to disrupting 
sleep, pain can cause lack of 
appetito, inactivity and fatigue. 
When |combined with the 
effects of insomnia, these addi- 
tional Problems may affect a 
person’s psychological and emo- 


tional state, leading to feelings 
of anxiety, helplessness, anger, 
loss of control and/or depres- 
sion. 

“Pain is often an underlying 
cause of sleep loss, and the fact 
that pain and sleeplessness 
may occur at the same time can 
be particularly troublesome to 
a person,” said Dr. Gary K. 
Zammit, director of the Sleep 
Disorders Institute at St 
Luke's/Roosevelt Hospital 
Center in New York City. “In 
these cases, the most appropri- 
até short-term solution is to 
treat both the pain and the 
sleeplessness."

One effective solution to treat 
occasional. nighttime pain and 
sleeplessness is the use of an 
over-the-counter medication 
that combines a pain reliever 
with a gentle sleep aid, such as 
Tylenol® PM.

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Florida Legislature votes “yes” 
for better nursing home care

Althougli children's issues dominated the 
news coverage of the recently-concluded 1998 
legislative session, state lawmakers who met in 
Tallahassee took dramatic steps to improve the 
quality. of care our elderly receive in state's 
700 nursing homes. From improving facility 
security to better matching a resident's need 
with the medical services he or she requires, a 
better and more accountable long-term health- 
care system will result. 

All this is good news for the state's 80,000 
nursing home residents and their-families who 
love and care for them. Here are some high- 
lights of the new legislation: 

* More alternatives: The legislators funded 
programs to benefit people who don't need full- 


scale nursing home care, but only rêquire some . 


assistance with daily living. This allows them to 
Stay in their own homes for as long as they are 
able, which saves taxpayers niongy. 

* Better security: For those who do require 
skilled nursing care, the law will now require 
any nursing home facility employee with regu- 
lar access to residents or their belongings to 
undergo a state background check. If the 
Anployee has not lived in Florida for at least 
five years, a more thorough FBI screening will 
be done. = 

* Better matching: Instead of the one-size- 
fits-all method in place now, a new system of 
resident medical data collection will better 
match a resident's need with the care he or she

will have to enjoy the highest quality of life pos- 
sible. 

* Fighting elder abuse: Tougher criminal 
penalties for those who harm the elderly were 
put in place as was the creation of a civil cause 
of action against the perpetrators. The state 
health care agency was also given greater pow- 
ers to stop unlicensed assisted living facilities, 

* Consumer information: Florida con- 
sumers will soon have golid data that will allow 
them to compare the facilitiés in their area and 
make a better informed choice for themselves or 
a family member. 

Each of these will significantly improve an 
indispensable component of Florida's heálthcare 
system that provides a safe, dignified environ- 
ment for people whose;medical needs require 
the 24-hour skilled care their own families sim- 
ply cannot furnish. 

The governor and our legislative leaders are 
to be commended for working together to deal 
with the many needs of our vulnerable elderly. 
It will take that same kind of serious commit- 
ment to address the demarid of a rapidly grow- 
ing elder population in a state where many fam- 
ilies already afe struggling with balancing the 
needs of their children with those of their aging 
parents and grandparents.
